The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

The inventions of Group I and Group II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if 
it can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have 
different modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, 
MPEP § 808.01 ). In the instant case the different inventions, the Group I invention is 
directed to information regarding tissue specimens on a microarray which are already 
available as is commonly the situation for tissue samples. In contrast, the Group II 
invention is directed to customization of microarrays where a customer does not utilize 
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what is already available but customizes the ordering of a microarray of tissue 
specimens. Customization versus not is a very different type of user or customer 
interaction with a supplier and is most often separately described and available thus 
documenting the undue search burden if Groups I and II were to be searched together. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
